This cormmittec is empowered to in- 
voke the aid and official intervention of the 
legislature in the matter of increased rates of 
the board of underwriters, and the average 
clause to be inserted in the policies, which 
will operate very injuriously to our commer- 
cial interests. The opinion prevails among 
eur merchants that the rates have been ar- 
bitrariiy, and without good cause, advanced, 
and the average clause adopted will render 
insurance too expensive and the security 
against loss uncertain. A great trouble lies 
in the fact that the banks 
are unwilling to make advances upon 
cotton, naval stores and utber products where 
the policies contain this average Cause, save 
on conditions which are too onerous, 1n the 
opinion of the merchants, for the trade to 
bear. The committee will call upon the banks 
to-morrow ana confer with the officers on this 
subject with the view, if possible, of effecting 
a more satisfactory arrangement. 

The insurance companies will also be inter- 
viewed and asked to apply some remedy, and

THE SCRUGGS HOMICIDE TRIAL, 
Special to The Consiitution. 

Gipson, August 23.—Very much surprise 
was occasioned yesterday when the jury of 
the superior court of Glascock county return- 
ed a true bill against Dr. E. G. Scruggs for the 
murder of Mr. Adrian Underwood, the coro- 
ner’s jury having, on the day after the killing 
and at the inquest, rendered a verdict of 
‘justifiable homicide,”’ 

' A HISTORY OF THE MURDER 

Scruggs and Underwood lived at Scruggs- 
ville, in Glasscock county, their residences 
being not more than three hundred yards 
apart. They married sisters, daughters of Mr, 
William Hunter, whose residence is about 
three miles from Scruggsville. : 

It is generally understood that Dr. Scruggs 
and his wife have not been on the best of 
terms. He drinks and accuses her of infideli- 
tv. On the 20th of July there wasa domes- 
tic disturbance, and Mrs. Scruggs went to 
Underwood’s. Later she went to ber father’s. 
Dr. Scruggs followed. During the afternoon 
Underwood came, and he and the doctor were 
notlongin getting at ‘daggers point.’’ In 
response to some damning words, Underwood 
struck Scruggs. That seemed to be an end of 
the matter; for the doctor then found time to 
go about the farm and raise a rumpus with 
the negro laborers. This was a large affair in 
itself. He ran the negroes away; and they in 
turn promised to mob him that night. 

The doctor returned home, and with some 
friends sat up waiting for the promised mob 
of negroes. It was past midnight, and the 
party were in front of the doctor’s office. Two 
horsemen rode by, and Underwood called: 

“Scruggs, is that you?” 

‘'Yes,’’ was the answer. 

‘‘T am going to kill you,’’ said Underwood. 

The doctor immediately raised his shotgun, 
fired, and Underwood feli trom his horse 
dead. 

PER CONTRA. 

A young Mr. Johnson, who was accompa- 
nying Mr. Underwood, tells a different story 
ot the firing. He denies that Underwood 
said, ‘“‘lam gecing to kill you,”’ or that he 
made any threatsatall. It is also denied by 
other parties that the negroes intended to 
mob or even promised to mob Dr, Scruggs. 
When Underwood rode by be was returning 
from Mr. Hunter’s. A cocked pistol was 
found in his breeches pocket. 

AT GIBSON. 

No sentences of mine can Cescribe the ex- 
citement that prevails. It is not simply that 
vulgar excitement which always follows a 
murder, butit is the intense excitement of 
men who are related to the dramatis person. 
A distinguished gentleman and official toid 
me, “Itis feeling. that you see manifested. 
These people are dreadfully in earnest—they 
are intensely wrought up.” 

DRAMATIS PERSONAE, 

Dr. E. G. Scruggs is a middle aged man. 
He has commanded considerable attention in 
Glascock county. Four or five times he was 
returned to the iégislature. He is a farmer 
as well asapbhysician and has made money 
in the past several years, 

Mr. Adrian Underwood was a member of 
one of the most highly respected families in 
this section. He too wasa farmer and was 
increasing in wordly possessions. 

Mr. William Hunter, father-in-law to the 
two men, isa planter of means. His life is as 
free from harm as the life of any human being 
ever was. Heis quiet, peaceable, friendly, 
not given to excesses, and highly commended 
by his neighbors. He is a brother of the pop- 
ular Dr, Hunter, of Louisville. 

IN THE COURTROOM. 

Judge E. H. Pottle wiil preside. The de- 
fense will be represented by Judge William 
Gibson and Mr. James Whitehead, of Warren- 
ton, and probably by Messrs. Lane and Rogers, 
of Gibson. The Hon. George FI. Pierce, solic- 
itor-general of the circuit, will be assisted by 
the Hon. Thomas E. Watson, member from 
McDuttlie. 

Nine jurymen have been selected. The 
other three will be added—perhaps, to-day. 
A great number of witnesses have been sum- 
moned. The courtroom is packed and the 
corporation lines of sylvan Gibson cannot 
contain the crowd that swells and sways and 
moves like asea. Surrounding counties are 
represented, and the case is the sole subject 
of conversation. Judge Gibson was not 
dropped into the defense like a man froma 
balloon. He was at the coroner’s inquest. 
He has interviewed every man in aod aroand 
Scruggsville. He is thoroughly posted, and 
will make the strongest effort of his life. I 
do not know every detail of the defense. It 
is proposed to show that Mrs. Scruggs was not 
a faithtul wife, though the high character of 
her family will throw a damper on that point. 
Dr. Scruggs has children, and it is argued. 
that he would gain little by proving their 
mother recalcitrant. 

Soon after the murder, Dr. Scruggs spent a 
numberof days in Warren on with his fath- 
er, Judge W. G. Scruggs. If he is acquittea, 
he will find much difficulty in regaining his 
lost influence. The general impression is 
that no verdict will be rendered—that there 
will be a mistrial, |

Last week a 
white man named James W. Webb and a ne- 
gro man named Henry Hawkins, came from 
Walton county and went to old man Bond's 
bouse and demanded the custody of 
the boy. Webb represented himself as an 
officer, and old man Bond made no resistance, 
but aliowed the boy to be forcibly carried off. 
At the Marietta depot the boy remarked that 
the men who had him were stealing him. 
Sheriff Coryell, Mr. W. P. Stephens and Mar- 
shail Banks took in the situation and arrested 
them. A pistol was found concealed on the 
white man anda case knife on the negro. On 
Monday last the pair were tried for kidnapping 
and were bound over in a bond of $500 each. 
Webb gave bond, but the negro went to jail. 
A case was also made out against Webb for 
carrying a concealed weapon, and a bond of 
$150 was required, which he gave.

; Kilby, of Virginta. 

The following eloquent speech was delivered by 
Dr. J. T. Kilby, of Portsmouth, Va., at the reunion 
of the old Third Georgia regiment at Tallulah 
falls, August 10th. Dr. Kilby was the surgeon of 
the regiment: 

In obedience to your invitation, my friends, | am 
here to day to unite and to participate with you in 
the full enjoyment of this our third reunion. Be- 
fore attempting to respoud to your generous greet- 
ings, permit me to touch achord that, I am sure, 
wiil meet with a responsive echo in the hearts of all 
present. 1 desire to express thai deep aiid abiding 
gratification that we now experience in being per 
mitted to meet, on this occasion, so iarge a number 


of surviving members of our old regiment. 
It is, indeed, refreshing to turn aside from the har- 
rassing cares of daily life, and toenjoy the privilege 
of again mingling in social scenes like the present. 
The cultivation of a spirit of friendship, fellowship 
and good will, one toward another, has ever been 
regarded as one of the most beautiful characteristics 
of our nature, and as soon as we are admitted into 
the magic circle of friendship, we are made to see 
how good and how pleasant a thing it is for us to 
dwell together in peace and in unity; thatitis like 
the precious ointment upon the the head, that ran 
down into the beard; that it is like the refreshing 
dews of Heaven whiecn fell upon Zion's hills, for 
there it wasthatthe Lord of Hosts promised his 
blessings. 

Itisupon such occasions as this, my comrades, 
when we meet the bright and sparkling eye, bedew-

As citizens of the same 
great confederacy, beund by the seme cords which, 
uniting our hearts, blends in beautiful harmony 
our affections and Ourinterests; as acitizen of a 
neighboring state with whom your own beloved 
state has ever lived in sisterly love; as soldiers of 
the same great lost cause, who were ever true and 
faithful toour duties. I feel that I am received 
and welcomed here to day witb ail the warmth of 
an old friend. Our hearts rejoice and commingle 
—for we breath the same atmosphere—we 
feel the same motives—are prompted by 
the same ambition—are governed by the 
same interests. I come, my comrades, 
from my native state with my heart full of love, 
bearing peace and good will to all, and friendly 
greetings from our brother soldiers whom I here 
to-day represent.

Whoever wrote “‘His Second Campaign,’’ the 
issue of Osgood’'s ‘‘Round Robin Series,’’ has set a 
good example for American novelists.

THE CROPS OF THE STATE, 


Some Facts as Gieaned from the Keports Recelved So 
Far by the Commissioner. 

The next crop se gg of the commissioner 
of agriculture willbe awaited with interest. 
Owing tothe recent drouths the crops of the 
state are in such condition that news from 
some localities will -be read with more than 
usual interest. In Newton county and Rock- 
dale there has been considerable loss to corn 
and cotton from the lack of rain, One farmer 
in Newton stated to a  COonNsTITUTION 
man a day ortwo ago that he had planted 
nine acres in cotton and expected a yiela of 
not-less than four bales. He does not now 
expect more than a bale from the entire nine 
acres. Only a few reports have been sent in 
to the commissioner of agricuiture so far and 
the report of the condition of the crops of the 
state will not be out before the 10th of Sep- 
tember. The correspondent at Clarkston, in 
DeKalb county, states that the crops 
in that county are in a very 
fair condition, and that the county 
will come out allright. The Berrien county 
correspondent states that the rust and the 
worms are the great enemies of the cotton in 
that county and gives a hint this may 
benefit to some ot the farmers of that 
He says that the rust can be prevented by an 
appiication of common ashes or potash mixed 
in the make up of the fertilizer. He saysthat 
there is no sign of ruston the cotton that is 
growing on his place where the ashes from 
the house were scattered. The Bullock 
respondent states that the cotton in his coun- 
ty ison the improve but that the rain has 
come too late for corn and the prospect is not 
flattering. The county may make a good 
crop of cotton yet. In Calhoun county the 
cotton crop has suffered from the worms. 
About the first of the month the worms at- 
tacked thecocton and that agreat many farms 
have been stripped so that not more than 
half a crop will be realized. In Cobb county 
the prospects of the cotton 
crop have increased ten or 
fifteen per cent since the first of the month. 
Rains in that county are reported as excessive 
but late corn will be impr. ved.
